school basketball tournament went over with a bang today 
when members of the Nebraska high school athletic control 
board counted the referendum ballots on the proposition. 


The one central tournament plan carried by a vote of 


more than two to one over the system of district tourna- 
ments in vogue last year.

Of the 416 members of the Ne- 


braska high school athletic as- 
sociation eligible to cast a vote 
in the referendum, 343 forwarded 
ballot* to the control board.

Pittsburgh, to -which Kowncs 
belongs, resulting- in the elimination 
oC many crack pla>eis, Insisted that 
sixteen -was the most who should 
compete if the, final rounds -were to 
be of thirty-six holes and the tour- 
nament wSss to last no long-eV than 
a week.

„ FROWNS ON REPETITION. 


Fownes declared the Oakmont 


experiment should not be repeated. 
The committee 
on implements, 


disposing for the time being of 
the lighter ball demand, declared 
that a year should be used for ex- 
periments with the lighter ball, 
then, if demand 'seemed to war- 
rant it, a standardized ball should 
be prdered. 
The new presFdent, an officer, of 


the OaKnont Country club of Pitts- 
burgh, w,as unyielding m his stand 
for strict amateurism. 


"The most Important duty of this 


association," he said, 'Is to safe- 
guard the amateur. Amateur golf 
today is freer from questionable 
practices than any of the other 
major sports, and it will be tl\e un- 
swerving: policy of this association 
tD maintain it that way." 


APPEALS TO BUSINESS. 


"To this end we appeal to -those 


• whose business depends upon sup- 


plying the/needs of golfers, not 
to seek advertisement or ad van-- 
ages' by coupling the names of 
amateur golfers with their goods. 
"If a man is not able to meet the 


cost of a trip," he said, "there is no 
subterfuge by which he can receive 
free transportation and fre^ board 
without a sacrifice of his standing- 
as an amateur sportsman. 
I am 


unalterably opposed to,such prac- 
tices and will use the full weight of 
my authority to prevent them." • 


In discussing foreign relations, 


Fownes advocated the strictest 
co-operation between English and 
American club* in arranging tour- 
naments, 
so that the leading 


golfers of each country might be 
able to enter them, 
"The question of dates oC tourna- 


ments," he said, , "should receive 
consideration so that leading players 
might enter all tournaments. With- 
out co-operation, divergencies would 
soon arise In the rules, the imple- 
ments, and other aspects ot golf as 
plaved Vii the two countries. 


UNCLE SAM THE LEADER. 
"Twenty-five year* ago, Britain 


was 'the unquestioned leader in 
gelf. 'Today, the United State* 
can hold •her own with any coun- 
try. 
In these circumstances, it i* 


inevitable that the two countries 
mutt get together in the ruling of 
the game."

are a necessity if adequate gate 
receipts are to be realized and 
anyone 
who

does his dazzling stuff only When 
openings are made and the way 
ahead cleared for him by young 
men who are willing to sacrifice 
themselves for their colleges. 


Self-sacrifice implies also hours 


of painstaking effort day in and 
day out to the end that an eleven 
may become an interlocking unit. 
Pro players will not give time and 
cneipy to this end because the in- 
centive is 
lacking. 
Money, it is 


true, will supply a rcrtam amount 
of incentive but the beauty of col- 
lege football, the tiling that makes 
it populai, supreme, is that those 
involved in 
it aie oagor to give 


that which money cannot, buy, are 
willing to suffer injury, even to 
risk death for an ideal, the nature 
and beauty oC which pro football 
promoters have no conception. 


BIGGEST GAMBLE OF ALL. 


Propagandists o£ the commercial- 


ized game also ingeniously 
point 


out that if college authorities wish 
over-emphasis of college football to 
cease, pro football is the solution. 
Look, they 
say, 
to tlie sporting- 


pages where the box score of or- 
ganized baseball crowd out the col- 
lege game scores. 
This, they al- 


lege, will be tho case with publicity 
concerning- college football 
con- 


tests when mercenary jfootball is 
riding high. 


If this argument proves effec- 


tive in mitigating the attitude of

opinions. 
That is why, as the 


season ends, that so many men 
settle upon four, five or six dif- 
ferent men—and 
thus give the 


gullible the idea that: 


"Oh, 
this fellow

great halfback 
because every- 


body picks him." 
Everybody did not pick the men 


—of his own. Nine out of ten men, 
who eventually made selections, 
did so by the 'simple process of 
taking: the consensus of opinion of 
the first six or seven pioneer pick-

lion miles wrong. 
The fact that

is tK* only way if the high plane 
of square dealing among confer- 
ence members is to be maintained.

abandoned the method of testing 
eligibility questions now used in the 
Valley. Instead of two schols Dick- 
ering back and forth in regard to 
some player or plavers, the work is 
done by an athletic 'commissioner, 
who conducts his own Investigation

schools in question. This method 
does away with much of the 
feeling that is engendeied when one 
school questions the eligibility of

Western conference method works 
silently, but efficiently, and without 
partisanship. Sooner or later, the

Digest Is Issued to Familiar- 


ize Public With Regu- 


lations. 


For the Information of county 


clerks, district court clerks, mem- 
bers of election boards, candidates 
for office and all those specially in- 
terested in this year's primaries and 
general election, as well as to ad- 
vise Nebraska voters generally. 
Secretary of State Charles W. Pool 
has made a summary of the new 
election and primary laws and 
amendments thereto which were 
passed in 1925 and are now effect- 
ive lor the first time. 
Pool has been receiving- many in- 


quiries about these statutes, which 
led him to prepare the digest. It is 
as follows, with segtion references 
which will enable anyone interested 
to look up the new enactments for 
themselves: 
Chapter 36, H. R. 8—Amends Sec- 


tion 4168 to provide for the appoint- 
ment by the mayor and city council 
of a. city attorney in addition to 
other municipal officers. Also omits 
the provision for the employment of 
an efficiency expert in municipal 
affairs. 
Same chapter amends 4409 to pro- 


vide for the election of a police 
magistrate at the general city elec- 
tion for all incorporated cities of the 
first class of not more than 100,000 
population, cities of the second class 
and villages. (The 1923 amendment 
to the Compiled Statutes of 1922, 
provided for cieits of the first and 
second class only.) 


Anti-Fusion Statute.

They are both active and still re- 
tain all then faculties to a.marked 
degree, having h%ed a quiet, simple 
and happy life, free from care and 
worries. 


The couple was married in Iowa, 


in Dolphan county, January 12, 1S65, 
and came to 
Nebraska 
in 1863, 


shortly after it had been admitted 
as a state, and settled on land A 
miles north of what is now Falls 
City, in the north edge of the pres- 
ent Richardson cjaunty. They lived 
there for twelve years, coming to 
southern Gage county In 1SSS, and 
buving land at the 
southwestern 


limit of the Otoe Indian reservation, 
nine miles south of what Is now 
Wymore. 
At that tlma Blue Springs was 


the only town about the reservation, 
Wymor* 
and 
Bameston 
being 


platted the following year. 


The aged couple tell many stories 


of the Indians in. the early days, 
having had many meals with them, 
and passing them some delicacy of 
the white man's 
table in return, 


upon many occasions. 
They state 
that the bucks at that time could 
generally carry on a conversation 
in the English 
language, 
having 


picked it up from 
contact 
with 


white men and Irom the schooling 
of the Indian agent and the teach- 
ers furnished by the' government, 
hut the squaws of the tribe scarcely 
ever learned to talk and did very 
little of It. 
Mr. and Mrs. Brownawell re- 


moved to Osage c°unty, Kan, in 
1900 
and famed there for eighteen 


years, retiring to Blue Springs in 
1918. Mr. Brownawell at one time 
•was the road overseer in Richard- 
son county in the early days, and 
also served there as a justice of the 
peace 
They hai. e three children: Mrs. 


Maude Kler, and Mrs. Ena Chap- 
man, wives of prominent farmers of 
the Blue Springs and 'Wymore 'vi- 
cinities, and John JL. Brownawell, 
a merchant of Bethune, Colo. Twin 
daughters died In infancj, forty-one 
years agro, and are buried In the 
AValsh church cemetery, six miles 
south of "Wvmorc

WASHINGTON. D. C.. Jan. 9,— 


(I. N. S.)—Germany's progress in 
aerial transportation during the last 
few years is one of the outstonding 
accomplishments in ihe field of 
aviation. 
This statement was made by the 


International News Service by Lee 
C. Morse, aeronautical - expert of 
the department of .commerce, in a 
survey «of what Germany has done 
since the war to advance a highly 
important means of transportation. 


Steps taken by Germany, in spite 


of the prohibition against military 
planes and other obstacles contain- 
ed in the Versailles treaty, are con- 
sidered highly significant. 


Interest Increases. 


In the United States the president 


has backed a new aviation policy, 
contemplating the expenditure of 
about $76,000.000 during the" next 
year, -f\ith certain indirect aids to 
ndustry. American 
manufacturers 


and public officials are increasing 
;heir interests in commercial avia- 
tion. 


"Immediately following the war," 


Morse said, "numerous small inde- 
pendent air transport services were 
Termed in Germany and operated 
over various routes on more or less 
regular schedules. 
It was n«t until/May 5. 1922, 


however, that commercial air trans- 
portation in Germany made any real 
>rogress. On that date Germany was 
authorized to resume with certain 
estrictions and control by the allies 
the production of commercial types 
of planes." 


The fact that Germany was for- 


bidden by the treaty to maintain 
tiny military of naval air forces 
eliminated 
the government as_ a 


buying factor. 
The limitation on 


the size of the planes and the- 
sower of engines kept the indus- 
try from seeking orders for war 
p'anes from foreign countries. 


Market Limited. 
Producers of aircraft were com- 


pelled to confine their efforts to 
building up a market for a product 
ntirely within commercial bound- 
aries.

soon be on every table in the coun- 
try. and every squealing porker in 
1he land would have an exclusive 
diet of Nebraska, corn. The produc- 
1lon in bushels of corn in individual 
fields last year, which has just been 
determined, is almost without pre- 
rpdent for Nebraska, and 13 far in 
excels of any normal yield. 


Of course, all 1lie corn fields of 
Nebraska have not been imesti- 
Kated but it isn't at all probable 
any farmer in the state raised more 
•than 101 bushels of corn per acre 
duiing the last growing season, nor 
is it piobable that <iny irrigated 
farm found its corn production In 
excess o( 100 bushels per acre. 


And two corn fields made those 


very gratifying j lelds. and made

Marked satisfaction comes from this 
yield because the ten acre field re- 


ceived only the same attention that 
the rest of the acres did, and this 
return was not made by artificial 
methods or aver-care. 


This is Mr. Xoyes first jear in 


the contest, but he has saved some 
ot his corn for seed, and perhaps 


he may try to make 110 bushels 
grow next year where 101 grew this 
year.

Tuning Tips. 


The low ratio vernier dial, on 


which moves the large rllal fairly 
rapidly, is recommended for the 
operator with, a steady hand, but 
for one who has trouble steadying 
his hand for distant stations, it is 
advisable to install a dial with a 
high ratio. This type of dial, how- 
ever requires more tuning. 


Rules for Distant Reception. 
The reason many fans are un- 


successful In the reception of dis- 
tant stations is that they are unfa- 
miliar with the operation of their 
receivers. Careful tuning is essen- 
tial if distant stations are to be re- 
ceived. Rapid rotation of dials, no 
matter how good the receiver is 
never will facilitate the reception 
of DX stations. The dials should 
be rotated slowly and carefully. 


The Essential "B" Battery. 


The "B" battery is the power be- 


hind every tube set.

various sizes—small, medium, large

duty batteries. The 


small type should be used, on one- 
tube sets, the medium on three- 
tube sets, the large batteries on five 
tubes, and the heavy duty on more 
than five tubes.

Wash- 
ing the terminals with ammonia or 
some other akaline solution

neutralize any acid that may be 
present and prevent corrosion. Take 
care th^t none of this solution gets 
Into the battery, as it will neutral- 
ize the acid in the battery, and stop 
its action. Coat the terminals with 
vasellneNor other grease to prevent

HARMFUL PUBLICITY. 


The group o£ men who have been especially active 


in the last few days in the effort to "help" agricul- 
ture may unwittingly injure it far more than they 
could aid it, if such a thing: were possible. 


The decision to send a delegation to D,es Mcines to 


attend a mass meeting of farmers which will be held 
there may or may not be harmful. 


If it is to be published throughout this country 


that Nebraska is in dire financial straits, then evil 
will come out of this agitation. Conditions in this 
state do not warrant the'conclusions which other 
sections of the country might logically draw from 
some of the publicity which has gone forth. 
Ne- 


braska fought her way back after the serious depres- 
sion of 1921. She fought her way back without any 
ballyhooing or whining, without any assistance from 
•anyone, and only through the splendid industry and 
intelligence of her farmers. 
There has been a very 


perceptible improvement in the rural districts of Ne- 
braska since 1923. It has been a steady and con- 
sistent mending, and while there may be isolated 
spots where conditions are not of the best, the state 
as a whole is in the most enviable position of any 
agricultural commonwealth in the union. 


Bank deposits reflect this. Business and industry 


show it. Every recognized measure of prosperity in- 
dicates that Nebraska occupies a better position to- 
day than she did a year ago, two years ago, three 
years ago or fc-Or years ago. She is inherently and 
fundamentally sound and any agitation which repre- 
sents her to be otherwise is a grave libel against 
those who own property here and make their homes 
here. 
v 


Now it is not difficult to determine the precise 


effects of the unfortunate advertising to which this 
state is again being subjected. A Lincoln man, rep- 
resenting cast'ern capital placed in Nebraska, received 
notice not to extend further loans. It will not be 
long before industries outside of this slate, taking 
cognizance of the purported conditions existing here, 
will advise their representatives to pass Nebraska 
by. It may be expected that capital which is needed 
and business- which should rightfully come to Ne- 
braska will be withdrawn if 
this unfounded wall 


continues. 


We went through this sort of thing'a little over 


three years ago. Are we to be subjected to it again? 
Certainly the real farmers of Nebraska'do not want 
It. They recognize that the value of their lands and 
their holdings is not being increased by publishing 
to the world that no amount of industry and thrift 
and intelligence in farming can make it pay under 
•present day conditions. That has not been the ex- 
perience of the farmers of this slate in the last three 
years. They have made money and they have pros- 
pered. Most of them have reduced their indebtedness, 
if they had any. Many of tliem have money in the 
bank. The great majority of them are looking to the 
future with unshaken faith and confidence in their 
vocation and in the state wherein they reside. 


Iowa has been and is passing through a totally dis- 


similar experience than Nebiaska, Her agriculture has 
never been as diversified. Her speculation in the years 
of war and immediately following was far more pro- 
nounced than in Nebraska. Land values went much 
higher than they did in this state. They bad to fall 
much more. The losses were far greater. 
To use 


Nebraska farmers as -ihc tail of the kite for Iowa 
agriculturists is an injustice which is and should be 
most deeply resented by the real farmers of Nebraska. 


It is regrettable and unpardonable that -business 


men, bankers, real estate promoters and politicians 
should at this time subject Nebraska to the same 
painful experience in unfavorable publicity which 
sho passed through after 
the 
deflation period of 


1920-21. The indignation expressed by A. C. Rankin 
of Oxford wlicn he asked how other interests would 
feel if they were pictured as bankrupt is but a natural 
reaction to the idiotic, foolish policy manifest in cer- 
tain quarters. 


ANTIQUATED CRIMINAL LAW. 


Dean Roscoe Pound said in effect, in an addiess 


before the Massachusetts Bankers' association Thurs- 
day evening, that-the cause of the present crime 
wave Is that the criminal laws are nol up to date, 
while the criminal is. "The whole machinery for 
maintaining law and order not only antedates, the 
motor vehicle, but functions from a rural and agri-' 
cultural viewpoint," ' said Dean Pound. 


It was furthermore stated that there has been a- 


great social change, people drifting from the country 
to the city, living in apartments and whizzing abou*. 
on wheels instead of remaining at home. And while 
all this change in conditions has [been going on there 
has been little or no change in the laws dealing with 
crime and criminals or the manner of their adminis- 
tration. 
That Dean Pound is correct in his diagnosis of the 


situation there can be little doubt. In no line of^en- 
deavor in recent years lias there been greater pro- 
press than In criminal methods, yet the changes that 
have been made in criminal laws are insignificant. 
Congress has made it a federal offense to transport 
R stolen automobile across state lines, but the states 
themselves, primarily responsible for the enactment 
and enforcement of criminal statutes, have failed to 
roest the situation. 


Many of the commonwealths 
still tolerate the 


parole system, which has come to be recognized by 
those who have interested themselves in the matter 
as a most prolific breeder of crime, and indetermin- 
ate sentence laws still find favor in states all over 
the union. 
Through these 
agencies the habitual 


criminal, by behaving himself while he is incarcer- 
ated, soon gains his liberty and Is able within a com- 
paratively short time to re-embark upon his lawless 
career. 


'Recognition is not given by lawmakers to the fact 


that modern crime is organized and that it has prac- 
tically unlimited t:a,pital behind it. Prosecutors and 
those of experience in criminal courts know this to 
bo a fact, however, and it is proved every time a 
crook Is apprehended, for within a short time there 
mysteriously appears to-defend him a lawyer with a 
reputation for knowledge of every technicality and 
device which may be employed in such a case. The 
chances are that the man will never be finally.sent 
to prison; but if he is convicted it is practically cer- 
tain that he will within a shprt time bo again free to 
prey upon the public. 


Dean Pound Is right. Ths criminal laws are anti- 


quated. They should be amended to provide for real 
penalties anil wtien sentence is onco pronounced the 
culprit should know that he Is going to serve the

FASCISM IN 8T. LOUIS. 
St. Louis qualifies for the doubtful distinction or 


the leading: fascist center In the United States. Ac- 
cording to the St. Louis Post Dispatch, it has *n or- 
ganization with 35 registered mem*rs who are said 
to receive Instructions from.Rome weekly. Further 
more Its officers boast of 6,000 sympathizers who at- 
tend Us meetings when permitted .to do so and who 
express a sympathy with its objects and purposes. 
^Although diametrically opposed to each other, there 
is little to chopse between fascism and communism. 
Neither has a place in this country. The fascists in 
Italy have ben guilty of outrages against American 
conceptions of liberty and freedom in no less a de- 
gree than communistic doctrines violate the funda- 
mental principles of this government. 
The high 


apostle of the fascists Is an arrogant dictator, openly 
contemptuous of democracy's aims and ideals. 


It. Is ot supreme importance to note that one of 


the prime purposes of the St. Louis fascists is to se- 
cure a modification of the Johnson immigration law in 
order to secure a larger quota of immigrants from 
Italy. That is a bit of meddling with American in- 
stitutions which should not be permitted. 
Needless 


to say that when It becomes generally known through- 
out the country it will defeat It's own purpose and re-' 
celve the rebuke which It deserves. 


Those who have been pleading for a more liberal 


Immigration law should take careful note of the at- 
titude of the Italian fascist as outlined by the St. 
Louis members. 
"Mussolini, contrary to the belief 


fostered by the American press, encourages emi- 
grated. Italians to become citizens of the country 
where they live in order to influence by their votes 
the policies of that nation." That is a brazen state- 
ment and yet it is probably the truth. There Is no 
suggestion that the 'new citizen should renounce his 
old beliefs and views. He should use his vote to in- 
fluence the policies of his adopted land presumably 
along the lirfes favorable to the old homeland/ 


THE TARIFF AMD THE,FARMER. 


Many loose and misleading statements have ap- 


peared" in recent days in the press with reference to 
the tariff and its effect upon agricultural produce. 
It has been frequently said that the farm&r is not de- 
riving any benefits from the taruf and that the man- 
ufacturer alone has been profiting by it. 


In recent months the farmer has been aided by 


the tariff. 
In all of the various lines of farm pro- 


duce where no huge surplus exists, and where it Is 
possible to keep from flooding the market, the tariff 
is operating to the advantage of the farmer In a 
very material way. 


The tariff on wheat is 42 cents. The price of the 


commodity 'has been soaring because of a short crop 
in America, with scarcely enough to meet domestic 
needs. The situation would be vastly different if the 
Canadian farmers -were permitted to ship in their 
wheat duty-free. Canadian 
wheat . is grown upon 


cheaper land than that which produces the great bulk 
of the American crop. The May quotation at Winni- 
peg Saturday closed 17 1-2 cents under the Chicago 
market, a difference even greater when it is recalled 
that the Winnipeg- quotation contemplates a higher 
grade of wheat It has been estimated that wheat 
prices would be from 20 to 30 cents lower in this 
country if the Canadian wheat was admitted duty- 
free. 


Corn carries a duty of 15 cents a bushel. America 


raises, it is estimated, SO per cent of the world's corn 
supply. Very little corn is shipped abroad. Practi- 
cally all of it is consumed and fed in this country. 
The increased acreage devoted to corn thus year, re- 
sulting in an unusually large crop and a huge surplus 
above domestic needs, has 
depressed corn prices, 


tending to neutralize whatever effect the tariff might 
have. 


Potatoes were also a short crop in this country In 


1025. Prices have been skyrocketing as a result until 
the lowly spud has'become a luxury. The American 
farmer who raised potatoes is bencfitting by a 50- 
cent tariff duty per 100 pounds. This is best evi- 
denced by the fact that potatoes grown upon the 
cheap lands of Canada have been shipped in in large 
quantities and sold after paying the duty of 50 cents. 
Admitted duty-free the price would live been appre- 
ciably lower to the American consumer. Danish and 
Siberian.butter has been .knocking at the doors of 
Xew York and has been corning in even after paying a 
duty of S cents. Cheese from the northern countries 
of Europe where dairying has been developed on a 
highly scientific scale 
has been seeking, admission 


against a, duty of 8 cents a pound. American wool 
growers conduct .their business behind the barricade 
of a tariff duty of 12 cents a pound in the grease or 
IS cents- a pound washed. 
Oats require a duty of 


15 cents a bushel, hay S4 a ton. Cattle weighing less 
than 1,050 pounds take a duty of 1 1-2 cents a pound, 
over that weight 2 cents. Fresh beef and veal carries 
a duty of 3 cents a pound. The list might be con- 
tinued indefinitely to cover the whole sphere of agri- 
cultural activity. 


The unvarnished truth is that unless a surplus of 


such size, as in the instance of corn production in 


925, accumulates as to -offset the tariff, the Ameri- 
can farmer does receive a certain measure of pro- 
tection. He is participating in it today more fully 
nan he has in other years.

MR. B U R B A N K EVOLVES NEW TYPE OF CORN. 


Much interest has been attached to the recent an- 


nouncement of Luther Burbank's latest contribution 
,o the flower and plant world. 


Among the seven major creations is a corn plant 


called the rainbow teosinte, which grows a stalk eight 
eet tall and which has from eight to fourteen ears 
to a stalk. Now in these days of a corn surplus, with 
the resultant depression upon corn prices, Mr. B.ur- 
bank's latest creation will hardly provoke any great 
amount of enthusiasm. But the agricultural section 
need have little fear that Eurbank's latest will have 
any pronounced effect upon production in this coun- 
try. There are few spots in the corn belt where cli- 
matic and soil conditions would permit cultivation 
of the rainbow teosinte. There is not enough rain- 
fall in Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, or in any of the other 
corn belt states to bring corn of that type to maturity. 
Even if it required but slightly more moisture, con- 
stant cultivation of the soil in these states has so 
robbed it of its vitality that it seems practically cer- 
tain that rainbow teosinte would prove a "bloomer" 
here. 


Without detracting from tho great achievements 


to the credit of the naturalist, most of Mr. Burbank's 
exploits In the last few years have been novelties. 
He has had more time to develop beauty in flowers 
and plants and in this way has added Infinitely to 
the enjoyment and appreciation of millions of people. 
For instance, one of his latest developments Is a new 
species of the torch lily which will bloom profusely 
In cold climates, a larger and more colorful Shasta 
daisy, a new strain of fluffy giant asters, and eight 
new gladiolas. It is impossible to place any real es- 
timate upon the services of Mr. Burbank but cer- 
tainly his genius and skill In the flower and plant 
kingdom has been of as much value to America as 
that of some ot the scientists in other fields. 


WOODROW WILSON'S DEGREES. 


A measure of the esteem and respect entertained 


for the late president, Woodrow Wilson, may be 
gained from the fact that 24 American and European 
universities conferred degrees upon him. Fifteen edu- 
cational Institutions in this country so honored him. 
Nina European universities «aw fit to recognize hi« 
intellectual attainments, including doctorates by the 
University V>f Athens, Ihe University of Prague, the 
University of Louvaln, the Untv«-s(ty of Geneva and 
the University of Turin. No other American presi- 
dent has been so recognized. 


In addition to these honors the la'e president held 


a Field -Marshalship In the Brazilian army and hon- 
orary citizenship in eight European cities. 
1 While Woodrow Wilson's position In history may- 
be subject to dispute there can be little question but 
that he was America's most dlstipgulahcd citizen In 
thq eyes of foreign countries.-

Riding- down in the street car

morning, I was greatly dis- 
turbed by reading in the paper that 
there is every chance of a big coal 
strike. It appears that a million 
miners are ready to lay down their 
picks at midnight at the end of the 
week. It made me feel cold just to 
think of it 
My overcoat 
fels so 
thin as I got off the car—as if the 
wind were blowing through me. 
I asked the car conductor if he 


thoug-ht there would be a coal strike 
and he said, "Sure thing." And I 
asked the boy who sells me papers 
outside the office what he thought 
and ne said he thought there would 
be a strike, sure. The janitor thinks 
there will be, too. 
Meantime nut coal went up fifty 


cents a ton at-noon today. And my 
coal man says he won't be respon- 
sible that it won't go up another, 
fifty cents this evening.

'At, the end of the 
Eighteenth 


century religion had become a mere 
form. William Ellery Channing said 
it needed a more holding: quality, or 
in. present day terms, It needed a 
kick. He lounded the American Uni- 
tarian church, in which Emerson 
was ordained minister, 'but left soon 
after on account of his peculiar 
views of worship. About the same 
time Methodism revival swept the 
country. Old formal creeds began 
to break down, as one result of 
transcendentalism. Emerson's theory 
was that all nature, animate and 
inanimate, w'as pierced through and 
through with the divine spirit, be- 
lieving trees and stones held 
as 


much divinity as human beings. His 
essay on "Nature" shows this- A 
rather curious strain of pantheism. 
He said that, eac'.i individual was 
equal to every' other individual and 
must be self reliant. This sentiment 
was really a forerunner of the fight 
against slave ly. He was tolerant of 
everything, even the pagan religion. 
He had a. genial optimism quite op- 
-posite to Jonathan's pessimism and 
eternal punishment theory. The old 
creed of the whole of tfie eighteenth 
centurv f,as stern, Emerson was the 
opposite. He probably influence/i the 
history of this country more-than 
any other author. He furnished the 
ideal of reform. 
"There must always be some great 


motive back of every great move- 
ment. While Europe was creating 
socialism under Karl Marx, America 
was reading Emerson. He had de- 
fined life philosophically, while Dar- 
win had tried to define it scien- 
tifically in 1S59. The abolition of 
slavery was not an economic move- 
ment but an idealistic one, common 
to America, which Europe can never 
understand.

Women's Athletic Meetings 


Miss Mabel Lee, director of physi- 


cal education of the University of 
Nebraska, has just retained 
from 


New York City, where she attended 
the conference 
called 
by the na- 


tional women's athletic committee 
and the concil of the women's di- 
vision of the national athletic as- 
sociation. 


The meeting was called to dis- 


cuss leadership for women's ath- 
letics throughout the country, and 
was held at Barnard college- De- 
cember 30 to January 2 Inclusive. 
"It was a wot king: conference," 
said Miss Lee, "and

a few people on the program do all 
the work and the rest sit and listen 
The four* main features of the con- 
ference were given into the hands 
of tour separate committees.

should be given the responsibility 
ol acting as officials.

"The, sentiment 
of

meeting seemed to be to get away 
from professionalism 
in athletics 


for women," Miss Lee said. "It lias 
caused a great deal of trouble as 
far as the men are concerned, and 
the women are determined such an 
impediment to real progress shall 
not exist on the women's side.

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S. R. Thompson Named to Hall of Agriultural 
Achievement Because of Work for the Farmer 


The following address was made 
Mday morning; by Robert P. Craw- 
ford of Lincoln, agricultural editor 
of tht college of agriculture, nam- 
Inr 8. R. Thompson to the Hall of 
Agricultural Achievement of Neb- 


Mr. Thompson was the father of 
agricultural education in Nebraska, 
•.fid the founder of the agricultur- 
al college. 
During the last fifty 
7«*rs it hue not been possible to 
add a single basic principle to those 
ortgtnaUy established for instruct- 
ion. experimentation and extension, 
ovw the principles laid down by 
Mr. Thompson. He died October 26. 


Th« address by Mr. Crawford fol- 
low*: 


"W« Bather this morning to hon- 
or an educational pioneer of fftty 
years ago — Samuel B- Thompson. 
first professor of agriculture, first 
dean, and father of the agricultural 
college of the University of Neb- 
raska. • To Professor Thompson 
V>M handed the task of creating an 
agricultural college, where no such 
college had ever > before existed, 
and Indeed when there was hardly 
a. model on which to build. He was 
the founder of the Nebraska wea- 
ther service, the early promoter of 
the sugar beet industry and the 
father of agricultural extension in 
/'Nebraska. 
"Let 
us, for 
a moment, learn 
something of the man. He was born 
in Crawford county, Pa., April 17, 
183> — nearly 
a 
hundred 
years 


ago. He graduatd from Westmin- 
ster college at the age of thirty 
years. 
/ 


In Public School Work. 


Before graduation he had been 
in public school work and follow- 
ing graduation was professor of na- 
tural sciences in the Edinboro state 
normal school for two years. Later 
he was engaged la high school work 
at Pottsville, Pa_, and then went 
to Marshall college, "Cabell county, 
"West Virginia, and organized it as 
a state normal school. 
'His first connection "with the 
college of agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska came on Sep- 
tember 5, 1871, when we find in 
the regents' reports this notation: 
'S. R. Thompson was elected to _the 
chair of theory and practice of ag- 
riculture. but not to -enter on his 
duties sooner than one year from 
the present.' On June 5, 1872, the 
agricultural college was formally 
established and ordered to be op- 
ened and Mr. Thompson appears to 
have begun his duties that fall. 


I 
Leaves University. 
Professor 
Thompson 
resigned 
from his position at the agricultur- 
al college in 1875. For a year he 
was principal of the Peru normal 
and served as state superintendent 
of public instruction in Nebraska 
from 1877 to 1881. 
He also filled 
out the term of Professor W. TV. TV. 
Jones B.B superintendent of the Lin- 
coln schools when Mr. Jones suc- 
ceeded him as state superintendent 
Later he again assumed the pro- 
fessorship at the agricultural col- 
lege and from that he was called 
to the profesorship of physios at 
"Westminster college In June, 1884. 
Professor Thompson passed away 
October 28, 1S96. 


Task Was Difficult. 


"When Professor Thompson ar- 
rived to take up his Work at the 
University 
of Nebraska he was 


confronted with a set of conditions 
both different and_yet similar to 
those or today. 
Throughout his 
years in Nebraska 
he was con- 


fronted with the problem of inter- 
esting people in an agricultural ed- 
ucation, a situation that exists to 
a certain extent today. 
But if we 


consider 
our 
own task difficult, 
what must have been the troubles 
of Professor Thompson and Chan- 
cellor Benton m -launching an agri- 
cultural college, whan apparently 
most people did not want an agri- 
cultural college and were not at all 
backward in saying so? 


"Let us picture for a moment the 
college of agriculture in the days 
of Professor Thompson, ilany peo- 
ple do not know that a college of 
agriculture 
actually existed some 


fifty years ago. They very polite- 
ly tell us that the college of agri- 
culture came into existence in 1909 
and that prior to that time the ag-

A Necessary Evil. 


"But it must be admitted that 
one of the reasons for the estab- 
lishment of the college of agricul- 
ture was the necessity implied in 
the Federal land 
grrant act, re- 


quiring such Instruction. 
To those 


of academic mind a college of agri- 
culture appeared to be more or less 
•a necessary evil, while to the act- 
ual farmer "book farming" seemed 
worse than useless. Bear in mind 
that there were few agricultural 
colleges in the United States at 
this time and none of them prob- 
ably could be said" to be firmly es- 
tablished. TTith no precedent to fol- 
low, little support from either edu- 
cators or fanners, we may well ask 
what we would have done had we 
been placed in tho shoes of Prof- 
essor Thompson. And yet, looking 
"backward fifty years, we see that 
Professor Thompson and Chancel- 
lor Benton In those first three or 
four ye'ars sensed the three great 
missions of the agricultural college 
and Sad begun work in the three 
major lines followed 
today, in- 
struction, experimentation, and ex- 
tension. 
x 


No Equipment or Plant. 


"•Remember that in those days 
there was no plant and no equip- 
ment with which to work, as we 
'.hlnk of plant and equipment to- 
day. 
"When Professor Thompson 


took up hia duties at Nebraska, the 
University had not yet come into 
possession of the present college 
farm. For some time it was evi- 
dently the idea that some of the 
land forming the endowment of the 
university or belonging to" the state 
could be utilized as the model farm, 
and in fact for a while the uni- 
versity did make use of land lying 
In the vicinity of the fair grounds. 
Jt wa« not until September 1. 1874, 
that the university came Into pos- 
•cuslon of the pretsnt agricultural 
collet* farm, and even at that, it 
wa» Just a country farm. It was 
not until nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury later that any of the buildings 
today were erected. 


Loo kid Down On. 


' 
"Book farmine was looked down 
tepon by the cultured scholars of 
the uptown 
campus and by the 
fanners of the state aa well. ThereN 
•were no student* in agriculture 
the tint three years that the col- 
!«(• wu opm. But In 1874-75 fif- 
teen students enrolled .this unusual 
attendance being- due to the fact 


Thompson •« ere busy with both of 
these matters before there were 
any students 
taking agricultural 


courses_ 
-''We must remember that when 
agricultural colleges came into ex- 
istence friends and critics were not 
just sure what these colleges were 
supposed to accomplish. 
Profes- 
sor Thompson raised this Question 
in 1S73: 


Experimentation Foundation. 
"In planning our future work in 
the agricultural college, the first 
question to be settled is, shall we 
aim" 
to present 
a model 
farm, 


beautiful in its location, harmoni- 
ous in its arrangements, exact in 
its divisions, neat In its keeping, 
and profitable in its working, or 
shall 
we arrang-e for an experi- 
mental farm, where it shall be our 
main business to discover new ag- 
ricultural 
truths, rather than to 


exhibit the old. The model farm 
will make the best showing to the 
general public and will incur IBSS 
expense, but in the long run the 
latter will be of more real service 
to the state." 


"It is pleasing to note that even 


fifty yeafs ago Professor Thomp- 
son thus forecasted and laid the 
foundations of agricultural exper- 
imentation. Even before the college 
lege had come into possession of 
the present farm and when it was 
making use of some of the land 
composing the original land grants, 
Professor Thompson was busy with 
his 
experimental 
work. Sugar 
beets appear to have been one of 
his hobbies and in 1-873 he took it 
upon himself to promote the In- 
dustry within the state by dis- 
tributing beet seed to farmers. Ev- 
en 
though 
the results achieved 
from distributing the sugar beet 
seed were not all that were to be 
expected, Professor Thompson be- 
lieved 
that 
ultimately 
success 
would greek the experiment. He 
began 
making 
experiments 
in 


growing- different varieties of oats 
and wheat and succeeded In sell- 
ing his wheat at fifteen cents a 
bushel above the market price. 
Starts Institutes. 
"Turn to another side of his work 


and we- find Professor Thompson 
conducting farmers' „ institutes in 
various parts of eastern Nebras- 
ka. When people would not come 
to the college of agriculture Chan- 
cellor 
Benton 
and 
Professor 


Thompson hit upon the plan of car- 
rying- agricultural education to the 
people. 
In the recommendations 


of Chancellor Benton \ve even find 
the suggestion of holding the first 
meetings of organized agriculture, 
such as we are attending this week, 
though it is not apparent as to 
whether It was immediately car- 
ried out 
During the 'winter of 


1873-74 four farmers' 
institutes 
were held. So great was the at- 
tendance that at one of these in- 
stitutes there was not even stand- 
ing room. 


"How modern, for Instance, do 
the following recommendations of 
Proftessor Thompson sound: 


•Urges Helping Farmers. 


""We should not solely seek to 
discover new agricultural truth and 
to fit j-oung men for illustrating 
its. value to the community, but we 
should make a special effort to 
disseminate agricultural knowledge 
through the community 
This we 


may do in several ways,'as by pub- 
lication of reports, and throuirh the 
press, and by the public lectures of 
our teachers. 
There seems to be 


no good reason whv the teaching 
of our -professors should be con- 
fined entirely to the class room. 
j.he great public who support the 
university arc certainly entitled" to 
receive a share of the instruction 
the University may have to impart 
If only knowledge is spread abroad 
and improvement stimulated, what 
matters it, whether all be done In 
the conventional way or not?" 
'"When one thinks of Professor 


Thompson he thinks of a. scholar of 
the Old schools. In tfiTs day of pep- 
py youngsters who do the teaching 


bors which were laid upon him. As 
I look o\er the country and com- 
pare the work done by Professor 
Thompson m this young university. ( 
•with that accomplished by men in j 
similar positions in other instltu- 
:ions, 1 am constrained to say that 
Nebraska was very fortunate in 
having the services of so cultured j 
a man.' 


Lesson Is Taught. 
"What are the lessons for us 
:oday 
in a brief 
biograpfiical 


sketch such as this? Perhaps, like 
many 
critics, 
we- are prone to 


make fun of the absurdities and 
Torget the real accomplishments. 
3ut is it not a striking commentary 
on the wisdom of these early men 
that in the last fifty years we have 
not been able to add a single basic j 
principle to those originally estab- 
ished for instruction, experiment- 
ation, and extension?"

pleted within the tune limit, mid- 
night December 31, with subsrip- 
tions totaling more than 
J40.000 


pledged on the final day. One- 
half that sum was raised in Crete 
during the day. 
This campaign, 
as origmaUJ 


planned by President Perry in 
1911, called for $300,000 in the en- 
dowment, but that sum was In- 
creased in later years. 
President 
Perry died in 1912 while 
on his 
way'east to present the c*.npaign 
to Doane friends. 
After his death, 
the campaign 
languished, and was not fully re- 
vived until 1921. The 
following 
year the goal-for 
funds was in- 
creased $200,000. 
Again, In 1923, 
the campaign became 
inactive, 
after 5263,000 had been pledged, in- 
cluding the 
$160,000 
in Lincoln 


vihich had lapsed. In 
October, 


1924, interest yas renewed in the 
endowment, after some effort by 
the committee had secured an ad- 
ditional S12.000. During 1925 more 
than 
?200,000 
of the 
necessary 


$500,000 was raised, after the Inter- 
est of the large givers in Lincoln 
had been renewed and a campaign 
expense fund raised to complete 
the drive. 


Crete Enthusiastic,

of the closing days of the cam- 
paign was the rally on the part of 
Crete citizens. Their enthusiasm 
netted in a drive of a few weeks 
$60,000, whiCh, 
added to their' 


earlier 
contributions, 
made 
the 
Crete support of the fund amount 
to more than $100,000. 
The amount was raisM without 
a high-powered leader, and the 
largest portion -was given in re- 
sponse to the calls of a voluntary 
committee", composed of Dr. TV. H. 
Paliett, D Osterhout, B. G. lliller, 
Jacob Sack C- D. Blauvelt and J. 
A. Lothrop: Crete 
among Ne- 
braska towns', has been the largest 
-•iver to Doane college during the 
entire fiftv years of the college 
history The city Is united in its 
loyalty, and Is earnestly supporting

the college in the spirit of sacri- 
fice, according to members of UIP 
committee. 


Doane, the oldest college in the 
state, and with an unusually high 
scholastic standing1, has a much

conduct, 
etc., some of 


which are confined to the members 
of one sex. while others are typical 
of the mombers.oCvthe opposite sex. 
Thus, in the human family, wo- 


are distinguishable from men,
